our Children are to date their Security and 
Happinefs from the Wifdom of their Coun: 
cils, as thefe Papers have fufficiently made 
out 5 
Why then, Gentlemen, You to whom 
the Nation hasdone the Henour to intruft 
their Welfare, their Liberties, and their 
Allin your Hands, may make, if you pleafe, 
many very Great and Ufeful Inferences from 
the Particulars ; fome of which are as follow. 
1, (hat the People who have Chofea 
You, have an Exceeding Value for your 
Perfons, and a Vaft Efteem for your Judg- 
ments, as well as for your Fidelity. Fir$. 
For your Ffudgments ; That You know, an 
underitand theic True Intereft; and this 
will undoubtedly move all thofe Young 
Gentlemen, who ar2 yct Juniors Jin Parlia- 
5H mentary 
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mentary Affairs, to watch with a fincere 
Application, all the mighty Movements of 
that Great Affembly; to apply with a Di- 
ligence and Serioufnefs fuitable to the Oc- 
n3 to learn in this Great School, and 
to qualifie themfelves to fill up the Chafms 
and Breaches Mortality fhall make in the 
Race of Patriots; that Pofterity may not 
want Champions of Liberty, and the Houfe 
may be always fupplied with Men Eminent 
in Parliamentary Abilities, and throughly 
vers'd in the Intereft of their Countrey 3 
and that, if poflible, future Affemblies of 
Englifo Reprefentatives may have None a- 
mong, them that Vote by Parties, or, which 
is worfe, by Example, without the Concur- 
rence and Affiftance of their own Judg- 
ments ; an Errour paft Years has had too 
much‘and fad Experience of, in things of 
the Urmoft Confequence to the Publick. 

To fee Young Gentlémen, te whom a 
Troft of fuchWeight is committed; be Unfol- 
licitous how or what is doing, but in the 
little Attendance they give. to. the Service 
of their Countrey , have always a Sir F—, 
or a‘Sir 7b—s, or fome Leading Man, by 
whofe Compafs they fteer, by whofe Direéti- 
on they Vote, after whofe Pattern they aét, 
and upon whofe Judgment they depend, is 
a fad Refteétion, and has formerly had too 
many Inftances. I hope the Scandal of the 
Prattice, will prevent our young Gentlemen 
following the weak Steps of thofe that have 
thus ignorantly gone before them. 

Tis tothis unhappy Temper we owe that 
publick Mifchief; the Fat of which; has 
been the. Obfervation of wifer Heads than 
mine, aad which moft Men will agree with 
mein, isbut too true, viz. that under the 
Frequeticy of Parliaments, we bave rather 
Joft than got. Ass tu the ulbares of 
Members, where are the Succeffion of Patri- 
ots, to fiff up the Room of thofe fpeaking 
Heroes, that manag’d the-Peoples Liber- 
ties Encroathidg Arbitrary Princes ; 
thac ftrugted for a Aabes¢ Corpus AB, for 
Bifls of Exclafion, that reljfted the Defigus 
againftthe Penal Laws, arid chat deténded 
us againft gdmitring. Roman Catbolicks into 
Commiffions; that thd’ we were but now 
and then bletikd with Parliaments, and their 
Seunys very fort, yetcame always up full of 
Zeal'for the Enghifh Liberties, and fiPd the 
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Houle with Heads able for Council, firm in 


‘Refolution, and zealous for Fogiih Liberty. 


Such were the Lord R———I, Sir 7 ———=m 
F—s, Sir F——s W——-,, Old 
Alderman L—-e,and Abundance more,whofe 
Names revive the juft Veneration ali true 
Englifo Men had for their Vertue. 


The way to have our Parliaments always — 


fupply’d with Men of Worth, would be for 
the young Gentlemen, whofe / s end 
aig among af —, Secure their 

ing frequently chofen, to apply themfelves 
induftciontly to the publick Affairs; that bes 
ing early accomplifh’d in that improving 
School, they may learn todepend upon their 
own Knowledge and Judgments, in things 


belonging to the rye Sat Religion of 
their Principles; and not being blindly lead 
by the Intereft and Pretences of others, be- 
come Fools of a Party, againft the Endeavours 
of thofe whofe Zealand Forwardnels for the 
publfck Good, finks under the Dead Weight 
of fuch asare blindly. guided to back a Party, 
to the Ruine of thole that truft them. 

If I am not explicit enough in this to e- 
very ones Underftanding, I am yet very ea- 
fie 3 the Gentlemen to whom I write, under- 
ftand me well enough; and all that know any 
thing of Parliamentary Affairs will agree to 
the Truth of Fa&. 

I do not fay there will be any fuch as thefe 
in the Approaching Parliaments I firmly bes 
lieve there will be fewer fuch by far, than 
ever have been in any Parliament thefe 
Eighteen Years; and I cannot but hope, the 
Exigence of Publick Affairs, will awaken 
our young Gentlemen to fee with their own 
Eyes, and not ule the Speétacies of Parties,or 
be blinded and hood-wink’d with Prejadices, 
as the only way to difcharge their Duty to 
their Country, andan{wer the Expeétation 
of thofe that chofe them. 

Nor da! flatter the prefent Members be- 
caule they are fos the Noife, the Mofiony 
and the Ferment fome late Gentlemen made, 
mufi have had fome Influence upon, -the En- 
glifo Gentlemen. Ithashad great EfeGson 
the Eleétors, and I cannot but believe it-has 
had che fame upon the Eleéted ; they thar 
are now fo ferve theo Country, have feea 
the Incterefts made apainft them, the Diffi- 
culgies. their Country -has‘san thro’ to get 
them in ; and it cannot but rouze them to 

cou- 


pene oe extraccainiry Work before 
_ them, tor which fo greata Struggle has been 
all-over the Nation; I fhould think difho- 
' nourably of them, if I fheuld imagine they 
did eee ee with Hearts full of Zeal a- 
inft thofe fatal and ene Experiments, 
_ for which their Country 21 pene fo ma- 
ny of their old Members, laid them alide, 
~ and cho'en thefe in their Rooms. 

2. Another Inference, -the Gentlemen 
May make from this Note-of mine; | 
mean of the weighty Concernment, of Par- 
limentary Debates, is, That, they may ob- 
ferve the mighty Efteem, the People who 
Chofe them have of their Fidelity, as well 
asof their Judgment ; that they not only 
know, but will faithfully Difcharge, the 
great Truft repofed; that they. underRand, 
_ and will faithfully purfue the Nations true 

Tatereft. 
The Fidelity of the Members, might be 
deferib'd in abundance of Particulars ; but 
as I am dire&ting this Difcourfe; to the 
Gentlemen themfelves, who 1 doubt not, 
underfiand the Duty and Offices of a Re- 

efentative ; 1am not prefuming to in: 

rm them of any thing, but by all poffible 
Arguments, Humbly to move them to con- 
fider, what they already know, viz. The ia- 
difpsrifible neceffity there isupon them, of 
the utmoft Application, in Difcharge of 
that mighty Truft, and the extraordinary 
Occafion at this time, more than another, 
to.give a conftant Attendance to the Work 
ef the Nation. 
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Aend this I bring jn, under the-Article of. 


Fidelity ; becaufe 1 think. it cannot be faid, 


a ‘Man is: faithful to the Truft. repofed in. 
him, that omits to attend upon the Work, 


for which that Truft is committed 
And this is partly the Reafon, why ! chofe 
to begin this-Argument, with laying down 
the weightynefs, and va Concera of the 
Debates of this Affembly.. 

The Gravity and Grandeur of the Body 
is fuck, as no Man a a to jeft with ; nei- 
ther will they, or ought shey indeed, to fuf- 
fer chemfelves to be yfted with.

This is playing at Foot-ball with the State , 
and toffing ia a Blanket the Ele€tors that. 
Chofe fuch a Member. 

Not to give a Due, Conftant, and Serious 
Attendance on an Employ, fo very Solema, 
as a ie <a Splagiaee) feems to nee 
tring the Ele@ors, iting their Refpe&, 
Blaipheming the Serious Work of Legifla- 
ture, making a jeft of Parliaments, and: 
Playing at Shuttlecock with the Nations 
Liberties. 

I have told you a Story, in the laft -Pa.. 
per, of an Unhappy Noble Man, that: loft 
his Life, for want of the Attendance of: 
one Friend in the Houfe ; I am not able,. 
fome diftance of Place preventing me, to give 
the exa& Particulars ;- but I have obferv'd, 
‘and Irefer to the Gentlemen, who can fee 
the Parliament Journals, for the Truth 
of it ; that moft of the weightieft and beft: 
Laws, that have paft io Parliament, have: 
‘been. gain’d but by a few Voices; the He- 
beas Corpus Aét, was not gain’d by -many;.

Nation, both for che prefent and futuce: 
Time, may ‘turn upon one fingle Opmifen;.

wodo that, which maoy Ages cannot regis. 
fie the Miftake-of.

England never {aw a Time, when the Na- 
tions-Extremities Rood more in need of a 
Healing Parliament, nor when the Pub- 
lick Matters required more Vigilance, Vi- 
gour, and Fidelity, in the Reprefentatives 
of this Nation. 

‘There are Crowds.gf Wretched Englife 
men, if I may call them facb, who ftaad 
ready, greedily, tbo’ Jbope with deluded Exe 
pe@ations, looking for Breaches, Faétions, 
Difagreements, and Diffentions among you;

tefian¢é Union, .and to Countermine the 
Bleffed Endeavours of the. beft Queen, 
Englind ever {aw, towards our Peace 
and Tranquility.
